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MARKET  REVIEW 

On  February  28  the  Department  announced  allocation  of  the  entire 
200,000  tons  of  global  quota  sugar  that  had  been  made  available  to 
foreign  countries  on  February  26.  In  addition,  about  74,000  tons  of  the 
123,000  tons  of  quota  deficits  announced  February  26  as  available  to 
Western  Hemisphere  countries  had  been  applied  for  by  February  28. 

Of  the    total  quota  withheld  from  Cuba  amounting  to    1,504,341  tons, 
1,300,000  tons  have   been  released   for  purchase  and  importation  (in 
other  words,    have  been  committed  for  delivery  to  this  market)  on  or 
before  October  31,  1963.  An  additional  204,341  tons  have  been  retained 
by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  later  release. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  forU.  S.  consumption  during  the  period  January  1- 
February  16,  1963  totaled  1,049,000  tons  or  105,000  tons  more  than 
during  the  same  period  last  year.  Refiners'  deliveries  were  up  66,000 
tons  and  beet  sugar  deliveries  were  50,000.  tons  higher  than  during  the 
same  period  last  year  while  importers  1  deliveries  were  downfrom  those 
of  1962. 

Refiners  January  1,  1963  stocks  totaled  851,000  tons,  1,000  tons  higher 
than  at  the  beginning  of  1962  when  such  stocks  were,  also,  larger  than 
at  the  beginning  of  other  recent  years.  Included  in  that  total  was  a  con- 
siderable volume  awaiting  unloading  upon  settlement  of  the  dock  strike. 
As  of  February  16,  1963,  three  weeks  after  resumption  of  unloading, 
refiners'  stocks  totaled  636,000  tons  or  11,000  tons  higher  than  on  the 
same  date  last  year.  With  refiners'  deliveries  66,000  tons  greater 
during  the  first  six  weeks  of  1963  than  for  the  same  period  in  1962, 
refiners'  receipts  during  January  1-February  16,  1963  apparently  were 
about  77,000  tons  higher  than  during  the  same  period  last  year  despite 
the  limited  arrivals  at  Atlantic  and  Gulf  ports  during  the  first  half  of 
that  period. 

Beet  sugar  processors  will  have  about  1,985,000  tons  of  sugar  avail- 
able for  marketing  before  October  1,  1963  when  new  crop  sugar  becomes 
available.    This  estimate  of  effective  inventory  is  based  on  the  indus- 
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try's  latest  1962  crop  production  estimate  of  2,580,000  tons  of  beet 
sugar  production.  The  1963  effective,  inventory  is  16  5,000  tons  higher 
than  that  of  1962  but  only  about  20,000  tons  less  than  that  at  the  begin- 
ning of  1961.  With  beet  sugar  deliveries  during  January  1 -February  16, 
1963  about  50,000  tons  higher  than  during  the  same  period  in  1962  and 
26,000  tons  above  the  comparable  period  in  1961,  beet  processors 
should  be  able  to  deliver  during  the  next  7-1/2  months  about  115,000 
tons  more  than  during  that  period  in  1962,  or  an  average  increase  of 
about  15,000  tons  per  month, 

The  spot  price  of  domestic  raw  sugar  duty  paid,  New  York,  has  con- 
tinued to  rise  and  as  of  February  25  was  6.90  cents  per  pound,  up  0.18 
cent  from  the  price  at  the  beginning  of  February.  During  the  period 
January  1  -  February  25,  1963,  the  raw  sugar  price  at  New  York  has 
averaged  6.73  cents  per  pound  or  0.31  cent  higher  than  the  6.42  cents 
average  for  the  same  period  last  year.  The  wholesale  price  of  refined 
cane  sugar  in  the  Northeast  during  the  same  period  of  1963  has  aver- 
aged 10.01  cents  per  pound  or  0.59  cent  per  pound  higher  than  the  9.42 
cent  average  during  the  same  period  in  1962. 

Refiners  have  announced  a  further  increase  of  0.15  cent  per  pound  in  the 
Northeast  to  become  effective  March  11.  After  such  an  increase  the 
quoted  price  would  be  10.20  cents  per  pound.  Price  increases  in  other 
territories  to  be  effective  in  early  March  have  been  reported  but  full 
details  were  not  available  on  February  21.  As  of  that  date,  the  following 
refined  sugar  prices  were  in  effect:

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The  spot  price  of  raw  sugar  on  the  world  market,  as  reported  by  the 
New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange,  increased  from  5.60  cents  per 
pound,  f.o.bc  and  stowed  Caribbean  ports  during  January  21  to  23,  to 
6.05  cents  on  February  6.  The  market  remained  steady  at  that  level 
through  February  21,  then  rose  to  6.20  on  February  25. 

During  the  same  period  the  London  price  rose  a  little  more,  moving 
from  5.81  cents  in  mid-January  to  6.38  cents  on  February  7  and  6.56 
cents  on  February  25,  after  dipping  to  6.31  cents  on  February  20  and 
21.  The  London  quotation  is  on  a  c.i,f.  London  basis.  Freight  from  the 
f.o.b.  and  stowed  Caribbean  basis  to  London  was  .36  5  cents  per  pound 
until  early  this  month  when  it  was  raised  to  .38  cent.  Thus,  expressed 
on  a  comparable  basis  the  two  prices  were  almost  the  same  on  Febru- 
ary 25.  The  London  price  rolled  back  to  its  Caribbean  equivalent  has 
tended  to  be  lower  than  the  New  York  quotation,  the  difference  narrow- 
ing as  prices  have  risen. 

Cuban  sugar  production  of  216,000  metric  tons  through  January  31  and 
653,000  tons  through  February  15  was  ahead  of  comparable  production 
last  year,  but  the  sugar  extraction  rate  per  unit  of  cane  was  down  and 
production  during  the  half -month  period,  February  1-15  was  only 
437,000  tons,  the  smallest  tonnage  in  over  a  decade  for  that  period. 

The  President-Elect  of  the  Dominican  Republic  recently  estimated  his 
country's  sugar  production  during  1963  at  1,100,000  short  tons.  This 
figure  substantially  exceeds  the  900,000  ton  crop  year  production  esti- 
mate published  by  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  last  November  and 
appears  to  include  a  substantial  allowance  for  November-December 
production  ordinarily  considered  part  of  the  1963-64  crop  year. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  SUGAR  SUPPLIES  FOR 

1963 

Continuation  of  Sequence  following  Sugar  Act  Amendments  in  July  1962 

One  supply  action  has  been' taken  since  the  last  Sugar  Reports  went 
to  press,  details  of  which  are  shown  below: 

Sugar  Quota  Deficits  Totaling  231,000  Tons  Determined,  and  Increased 
Global  Quota  of  200,000  Tons  Announced  (February  26,  1963)  

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  today  announced  the  determination 
and  proration  of  quota  deficits  totaling  231,  173  tons  and  an  increase  of 
200,000  tons  in  the  quantity  of  global  quota  authorized  for  purchase  and 
importation. 

The  quota  deficits  represent  220,000  tons  of  the  quota  for  Puerto  Rico 
and  11,173  tons  of  quota  prorations  that  have  been  withheld  from  net- 
importing  foreign  countries.  Of  the  total  quota  deficit,  107,914  tons  is 
prorated  to  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  and  the  balance  of  123,259 
tons  is  available  for  allocation  to  Western  Hemisphere  countries  for 
which  quota  prorations  are  established  under  the  Sugar  Act. 

The  123,259  tons  of  quota  deficit  available  for  allocation  to  Western 
Hemisphere  countries  and  the  200,000  tons  of  global  quota  made  avail- 
able today  will  be  allocated  in  accordance  with  the  applicable  eligibility 
provisions  of  Sugar  Regulation  817.  These  procedures  will  permit 
prompt  approval  of  applications  on  hand  and  the  procurement  of  other 
needed  supplies  without  interference  with  normal  trade  practices. 

Department  officials  observed  that  production  of  sugar  in  Puerto  Rico 
in  the  past  two  years  has  averaged  about  1,060,000  tons  and  production 
in  1963  has  been  estimated  by  industry  sources  at  about  1 , 045 , 000  tons. 

Allowing  for  the  quantity  of  sugar  needed  to  meet  local  sugar  require- 
ments, it  is  expected  that  approximately  920,000  tons  of  sugar  will  be 
available  for  marketing  in  the  continental  United  States  within  the  quota 
for  Puerto  Rico  of  1,140,000  tons.  Accordingly,  the  quota  deficit  of 
220,000  tons  is  made  available  for  allocation  at  this  time  in  order  that 
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sources  of  sugar  supplies  for  the  United  States  market  in  the  calendar 
year  1963  can  be  ascertained  as  early  as  possible. 

If  production  of  sugar  in  Puerto  Rico  exceeds  current  estimates  the 
quota  deficit  proration  announced  today  will  not  limit  the  marketings  by 
that  area  within  the  total  quota  of  1,  140,000  tons. 

The  200,000  tons  increase  in  the  global  quota  quantity  announced  today 
raises  total  releases  of  such  quota  to  1,300,000  tons.  There  remain 
204,341  tons  of  the  quota  withheld  from  Cuba  for  later  release.  The 
200,000    tons  authorized  today  may  be  imported  at  any  time  through 


Oct.  31.
